SOUTH CHICAGO LABOR DEMONSTRATION. 


There may be lively times in the Labor day 
procession at its formation near Bricklayers’ 
Hall this morning over the questiou of music. 
Of the 1.000 musicians in the ranks 800 are 
members of the Chicago Musical Union. 
This union still declares that if non-union 
bands are in they will leave at the command 
of their President and march back to their 
headquarters at No. 85 Madison street. The 
Painters’ and Decorators’ Brotherhood, which 
has employed a band objected to, says the 
band is a Knights of Labor organization and 
that it shall march at the head of the brother- 
hood. The Knights of Labor assembliesseem 
to be in sympathy with the brotherhood and 
the band. The antagonism was rather in- 
tensified yesterday by Chief Marshal Skal- 
lerup appointing C. M. Currier, President of 
the Chicago Musical Union, as one of his aids, 
and it was semi-vofficially declared that the 
Chief Marshal would positively order the ob- 
jectionable band from the ranks should it 
appear there.

meeting yesterday over a motion to refuse to 


allow the Knights of Labor brass bands in 
the parade today on the ground that they 
had cut under the union scale of rates. The

PHONE IN A DEATH STRUGG 


ie eee ee eee 
to Crush Its Rivali—An Old Case in 

Which Valuable Patents Were at Stake 

to Be Reopened on New Evidence Al- 

leged to Have Been Discovered by Dr. 

Norvin Green’s Lawyers. 

New Tonk. Sept, 6.—[Special.]—The two 
great corporations in this country with which 
the public has most to do, says a morning» 
paper, are the Western Union Telegraph 
company and the American Bell Telephone 
company. In one sense they are rivals. In 
another—inasmuch as the former has profited 


| by the success of the latter—they are one, But 


they have reached the forked roads. One must 
pursue one course and the other another. 
Before they separate they will engagé ina 
death struggie. It will be a battle of Cyclops. 
Each has a monopoly, and hence the whole 
American people to draw upon for the sinews 
of war. The older dnd stronger company 
in operation will be the aggressor. It has al- 
ready taken the first step, and will force the 
decisive engagement this month in the United 
States Court in Boston, 

The preliminaries are completed. During 
the last summer scores of lawyers, electricians, 
and detectives have worked indefati- 
gably unearthing the ,evidence which 
will form the basis of the Western Union’s 


cial, legal, and financial, circles. These dis- 
closures affect the validity of enormously 
valuable patents involving millions of dollars 
and bear upon the good name of a former 
United States Judge of high standing and 
bluest blood, 

When the telephone began to assume com- 
mercial importance the Western Union began 
a contest for the right to the telephone patent, 
and in 1879 the National—now American— 
Bell Telephone company thought it best 
to compromise. An t was signed 
giving the general conduct of the telephone 
business to the Bell company and a license to 
use any patents controlled by the Western 
Union. In return for these concessions the 
Bell company agreed to pay the Western 
Union 20 per cent and royalties received from 
heenses to use telephones in the United 


States. 
Demanded an Accounting. 


For about four years the Western Union 
derived an annual income of $400,000 to $500,- 
000. In 1883 Dr. Norvin Green, President of 
the Western Union, discovered that cer- 
tain receipts of the Bell company were not 
subjected to the 2 per cent deduction. 
The Western Union immediately began an 
action for an accounting involving $7,000,- 
000 or $8,000,000. The suit by the 
Western Union company was begun in 
the United States Circuit Court for 
the District of Massachusetts and 
Judge Nelson appointed ex-Judge John 
Lowell as referee to hear the evidence. Judge 
Lowell made his report a few months ago. 
He decided that the Western Union is hot en- 
titled to the accounting asked for. Since 
that report was made the Western 
Union experts have searched the records of 
the Bel] patents and the previous decisions of 
Judge Lowell in Bell telephone cases. Now 
the company will move to reopen the case on 
the ground of newly discovered evidence. 
Should this motion be disallowed they will 
move to set aside Judge Lowell's report on 


je veins. He comes from a family which 
ranks with the Quincys, the Adamses, the 
Winthrops, and the Endicotts, as among the 
oldest and most respectable in the Common- 
wealth. 

Judge Lowell 1s eminent in his profession. 
He has written two volumes on bankruptcy, 
which have become standard authority, and he 
was the author of the Lowell Bankruptcy bill, 
which has been urged upon successive Con- 
gresses for several years by representatives of 
Boards of Trade in the North and East. Judge 
Lowell has an office in Boston at No.3 Pem- 
berton Square. 


Held Bell Telephone Stock. 

Much of the wealth held by the Lowells was 
amassed by John Amory Lowell, father of the 
Judge. At the time of his death, Nov. 1, 
1881, he held as collateral 1,300 shares of 
American Bell Telephone stock. Judge 
Lowell was appointed one of the executors 
of his father’s will, and held the 1,300 shares of 
Bell Telephone stock in trust for the heirs as 
coexecutors with his brother, Augustus Lowell. 
Up to Oct. 14, 1886, five years after the death 
of John Amory Lowell, there is no trace of 
any report to the court regarding the 
estate. A report would have necessitated 
spreading upon the records in black and 
white the fact that John Lowell and Augustus 
Lowell held in trust 1,300 shares of American 
Bell Telephone stock. March 28, 1882, the 
official report of the Telephone com- 
pany to the Massachusetts authorities 
showed 1,300 shares held by the Lowell estate. 
This was five months after the death of John 
Amory Lowell. The Western Union lawyers 
did not stop here. They wanted to know how 
John Amory Lowell, father of the Judge, 
obtained those 1,300 shares which he heid as 
collateral at the time of his death. 

About May 1, 1880, when the American Bell 
Telephone company was organized, Mr. 
William H. Forbes, its President, Lee, 
Higginson 4 Co., leading Boston 
bankers, and othet business men 
of standing negotiated with John 
Amory Lowell for a loan. He advanced them 
$100,000 and took as security 1,300 shares of 
American Bell Telephone stock. This was 
in the early days when the telephone was a 
toy. The stock was not valuable because 
Bell’s patent was disputed, and a decision 
averse to him would have crippled seriously 
the American Bell Telephone company. 


The Decision in the Case. 

When President Forbes and his friends, 
who owned a controlling interest in the tele- 
phone company, borrowed $100,000 from 
John Amory Lowell, the latter’s son was a 
Judge on the bench of the United 
States Circuit Court for the dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, and a case 
materially affecting the American Bell Tele- 
phone company was before him for decision. 
Had Judge Lowell decided against the Bell 
Telephone company the stock would have lost 
much of its value and the coilateral 
on which Judge Lowell’s father had loaned 
$100,000 would have been worth little. 

But Judge Lowell decided in favor of the 
Bell company June 27, 1881, and the stock, in- 
stead of depreciating, increased in value. 
William R. Driver, Treasurer of the American 
Bell Telephone company since its organiza- 
tion in 1880, was sworn andquestioned before 
the Pan-Electric committee regarding the list 
Among 
others appeared the name of Augustus Lowell. 
The examination proceeded. 

Q.—Do you know Augustus Lowell? 

A.— Les, sir. 

Q.—Who 1s he? 

A.—He is a brother of Judge Lowell, son of John 
A. Lowell, Treasurer of several manufacturing 
companies in Massachusetts.

ITALIANS ARE BARRED OUT. 


Humbert’s Emigrants Will Have a Hard 
Time Getting into Nicaragua.

This arbitrary declaration of certain Ital- 
ians as contrabands is a serious matter, and 
even if Humbert has been obliged to dip his 
flag before the colossal figure of Uncle Sam 
our one gunboat launch would scarcely make 
an imposing showing before the Italian 
Prince.“

Under Police Protection. 

The police soon succeeded in clearing the 
street and tracks of the crowd of spectators 
which by this time must have numbered 1,000 
or more, and the workmen, under this pro- 
tection, replaced the tracks and ties removed 
by the midnight sortie of citizens, 

Among the bystanders held at a respectful 
distance by the police were a number of own- 
ers of adjoining property, who witnessed the 
proceedings with evident dissatisfaction. 
Many of them loudly condemned the action 
of the police authorities and declared that the 
affair was not ended yet. | 

In order to learn why the city authorities 
protected the railroad and maltsters in the 
affair Ald. McAbee called upon Chief Mc- 
Claughry. After a while he returned and in- 
formed the crowd that the Chief had told him 
that he had ordered Inspector Shaack to 
protect the laborers in their work in order to 
save the city from a big damage suit, which 
would eertainly be brought by Bullen & Co, 
if the tracks were not in shape fur traffic Mon- 
day morning This firm, he said, upon learn- 
ing of the destruction of its side- 
track had informed him that it had 
a large contract to fill in the near 
future, and if deprived of the use 
of the tracks would suffer an enormous loss, 
Members of the firm had declared that they 
would bring suit against the city if the tracks 
were not replaced, and Chief McClaughry | 
based his action on these grounds.

What Brought on the Trouble. 

The track that caused all the trouble runs 
from the Kinzie street line of the Northwest- 
ern to Bullen's malt-house. The spur-was 
built for grain-handling purposes, and avoided 
the long delay formerly octasioned to the 
brewer by the necessity of teaming material 
to the houses. 

When the track was laid in the spring of 
1880 property-owners objected to it. But the 
company was protected by a- ten year fran- 
chise and the citizens submitted. 

In May, last year, the franchise expired and 
Ald. McAbee insisted that the tracks should 
be removed. “Under the Cregier adminis- 
tration,” said he, “an order was passed 
through the Council directing tne removal. 
A force of men was ordered to do the work, 
but as the company asked a little 
time I stopped the men. Lately 
I went to Mr. Miller and to Commissioner 
Aldrich repeatedly, but they put me off at 
first without excuse. At last Mr. Miller said 
the company did a big business and was de- 
pendent on the track and he refused to do 
anything further. 

So last night we met and tore up the 
tracks. We have broken no law, for citizens 
have a right to remove obstructions from the 
public highway when the authorities fail and 
this was a great obstruction.” 

Ald. McAbee said the malt company and the 
city officers had carried on quite an extensive 
correspondence about the tracks. The com- 
pany,” he continued. wanted time enough 
to get through another ordinance giving it the 
right of way on Michigan street, but there, 
too, property-owners are obje¢ting.”’ 

There was quite a crowd assembled around 
the malt-house during the early hours of the 
evening. This led the police to expect trouble, 
but the crowd was evidently made up of peo- 
ple who were there out of curiosity. for it dis- 
appeared as the evening wore on and by mid- 
night the streets were deserted. The police, 
however, were not reassured by the departure 
of the hangers-on. They said the character of 
the locality was such that they would not be 
surprised at anything, and one of the detec- 
tives of the East Chicago Avenue Station said 
he would not be astonished if the malt-house 
were burnt down.

WORKINGS OF THE SILVER LAW. 

By the Silver bill of July, 1890, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is required to buy fifty-four 
million ounces of silver per year. He pays 
for it in Treasury notes representing the gold 
value of the bullion. The average price has 
been about a dollar an ounce. The total 
yearly addition to the circulating medium 
may be called, therefore, $54,000,000 per year 
in the shape of certificates paid out in ex- 
change for silver at its gold value, but which 
the Treasury can redeem in silver dollars 
worth now about 76 cents apiece. 

What is the effect of this legisiation, taken 
as a whole, on the stock of gold in the United 
States? Adverse balances of trade with Eu- 
rope, however created, must be paid in gold 
or silver, or both. If one of these metals is 
retained at hone, necessarily the other must 
do singly the work previously done by both. 
If the government had not purchased an 
ounce of silver during the last year the result 
would have been that far less gold would 
have been exported, while a great quantity 
of silver bullion would have been sent abroad. 
During the fiscal year 1888. 89 the net exports 
of silver amounted to $18,000,000. But ever 
since the summer of 1890 this country has 
been an importer of silver, much to the ben- 
efit of the financial institutions of foreign 
countries. During the last twelve months the 
three banks of France, England, and Germany 
have added $79,000,000 to their gold reserves, 
and lessened their silver reserves $16,000,000. 

The practical working of the present silver 
law is to take silver out of the list of com- 
mercial exportable articles, to pile it up in the 
Treasury vaults, pay balances of trade, and to 
send gold abroad instead. In course of time 
every ounce of gold mined in the United 
States will find its way across the ocean to the 
vaults of European bankers, with the excep- 
tion of what is used in the filling of American 
teeth and the manufacture of American 
jewelry. The quantity of gold coined at 
United States mints has been decreasing 
steadily. In 1881 it was $130,000,000, During 
the fiscal year ending July 1, 1890, it was $42,- 
000,000. 

Thus the country is working steadily 
towards a single silver standard. It may take 
a number of years to get there, but that it 
will reach the goal is as sure as death under 
our present fiscal policy. In two years more, 
at the present rate of progress, the paper 
money of the United States will consist al- 
mo#t exclusively of certificates which must be 
redeemed in silver dollars, because even if the 
government should wish to redeem them in 
gold, it would not have the gold with which to 
do it. If the balance of trade should happen 
to run against this country pretty strongly, 
the arrival of silver monometallism would be 
hastened even without the free coinage” of 
silver, foran additional impetus would be 
given to the exportation of gold, and the last 
remaining portion of the supply held by the 
United States would be drained away to Eu- 
rope to join the 77 millions which have gone 
there this year. 

Hence, the difference between free coin- 
age and the silver accumulation policy of 
today is in the velocity with which the change 
from the dual to the single standard will take 
place. The free-coiners want the country 
to abandon gold as money and adopt the 
single silver standard ata jump. They wish 
to go from the top to the bottom of the stairs 
in one bound. The men who favor the piling 
up of bars ofsilver bullion in the Treasury 
vaults wish to go down-stairs slowly siep by 
step towards the inevitable adoption of the 
Mexican money system of silver only, putting 
off the evil day as long as possible and plead- 
ing with the silverites to grant them yet a 
little more time for the retention of gold as 
money of account. 

But there is no necessity for either a swift 
or slow change to the single silver standard. 
That evil can be prevented if the government, 
when it redeems its certificates in silver, gives 
the holder a gold dollar’s worth of silver in- 
etead of 76 cents’ worth of silver, as at present. 
When it issues a certificate it gets silver worth 
100 cents in gold. When it redeems that cer- 
tificate why should not it do so on the same 
basis of equivalent value? That would be 
honest. Then there would be an actual bi- 
metallic standard, with a doliar of one kind 
of money worth always a dollar of the other 
kind. Then one metal would not run the 
other out of circulation. 


INCREASING DUTIES BY MISCONSTRUC- 
TION, 

By the McKinley law the duties on the two 
grades of carpet wools were raised from. 246 
and 30}¢ per cent to 32 and 50 per cent respect- 
ively. As only a small quantity of the carpet 
wool used in this country is raised in the 
United States the increased duty put up the 
price of cheap carpetings. The Collector of 
New York, acting under his understanding of a 
Treasury ruling obtainea by Judge Lawrence 
for the purpose of preventing as much as possi- 
ble the importation of these cheap wools, ap- 
plied to such wools a sorting clause of the 
Tariff law, which had been previously held to 
be applicable only to first and second class 
wools, The result was the imposition of a 
double duty of 64 per cent on one grade and 
100 on another, From this decision the im- 


porters appealed to the Board of General Ap. 


praisers, which reversed the Collertor’s de- 
cision. But the Treasury Department instead 
of yielding has appealed to the Circuit Court. 
Until the matter has been adjudicated the 
double duties will be collected much to the 
pleasure of Lawrence, the ram-raiser, who 
wants poor folks to go without carpets or use 
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The attention of the Farmers’ Alliance peo- 
ple and of the farmers generally is called to 
the special significance of the present Euro- 
pean demand for breadstuffs, The harvests 
have been a failure in nearly all parts of that 
continent. It is expected that the crops will 
be bad there once in every ten years, but this 
year the breakdown is a pecuharly bad one. 
It so happens tnat the failure across the ocean 
coincides with abundant harvests here. There 
will be no surpluses left on the hands of the 
American agriculturists when all the wants of 
Europe are supplied. 

The Americans are called upon to supply 
the food demands of many million more Eu- 
ropeans than usual. They can do it this year, 
and will make money out of it, because of fair 
prices and good crops. If they were called on 
to feed the same number of people every year 
they would have no surpluses, even in abun- 
dant crop years. There would be no allega- 
tions that corn and wheat cost more to pro- 
duce than sold for; there would be no appeals 
for fiat shinplasters, and the cranks would find 
no listeners to their wild subtreasury schemes. 
But for the next ten years to come there may 
not again be tis special European demand 
for American food stuffs. 

Just here it is that reciprocity with Pan- 
America comes in and supplies the extra 
million of customers who are needed to make 
asteady market for surpluses of American 
wheat and pork, which also means ¢orn. 
Looking to the south cf the United States Mr. 
Blaine saw forty million people who would be 
glad to buy flour and pork if they could get 
them cheap, but who, debarred from their 
use by the high tariffs of their governments, 
are forced to live on less palatable and less 
nutritious foods because cheaper. He saw 
that these Latin-Americans were producing 
sugar, coffee, rubber, tropical fruits, and 
other articles which the United States uses in 
vast quantities but cannot raise, while it is a 
great producer of those food products which 
the Americans of the tropics want and cannot 
raise for climatic reasons. 

He asked himself: Why cannot the United 
States secure for its farmers a new market of 
forty million people—a reliable market which 
shall be open to them every year, and not once 
in ten years, as is the case in Europe? If it 
can get a great number of new, steady custom- 
ers there never will be any such surpluses of 
wheat orcorn on the hands of American farin- 
ers to knock down prices as we have wit. 
nessed for several past years. And the re- 
sult of his cogitations was the reciprocity idea 
as developed by him last year and forced on 
Congress. 

Of course, Mr. Blaine did not foresee: the 
present short crop state of affairs in Europe, 
but it could not have happened more oppor- 
tunely than it has. But for it this country 
would have had enormous harvests and no 
adequate markets. Farming discontent would 
have been intensified by the excessively low 
prices that would have ruled, and the cranks 
and quacks with their nostrums would be in 
their glory. But as the case stands 
now every farmer ought to be happy. 
Mr. Blaine comes forward with a pol- 
icy which proposes to make the preseut satis- 
factory state of things perpetual. He is not 
pleased with an uncertain prosperity con- 
tingent on European famine. He prefets 4 
certain market, based on the increasing well- 
being of the people of the fifteen or twenty 
American countries to the south of the United 
States, with a population of 40,000,000 people. 

Strange as it may appear, there are still 
those so blind or weak-minded that they 
affect to scoff at the Blaine reciprocity plan, 
even after its value and necessity have be- 
come apparent. Last year the Republican 
“chump” politicians were the scoffers. They 
have been converted by the demonstrations, 
and their place is taken by Democratic 
chumps, who seem to prefer that tho Ameri- 
can farmers shall continue to have nine lean 
years and one fat one, flourishing only when 
starvation visits Europe; and to be in distress 
for markets when its inhabitants have good 
crops. The Democratic chumps are thus 
disloyal to the public interests of the United 
States, simply because they see that Mr. 
Blaine’s policy, with its constant new market 
of forty million people, will add to his popu- 
larity, which they have long dreaded, and will 
redound to the gloty of the party which he 
leads and may keep a lot of hungry politicians 
of the Democratic party out of office. For 
that ignoble reason the press and politicians 
of that party deride the reciprocity scheme of 
Blaine and belittle and misrepresent its inesti- 
mable benefits to the public weitere!

KING COTTON. 

The statistics of the cotton crop of the year 
ended with last month, as compiled by the 
Secretary of the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change, show that the production amounted 
to 8,652,579 bales, being 1,341,275 in excess of 
the largest previous total, or a gain of 15 
per cent. Of course the movement was corre- 
spondingly heavy. The port of New Orleans 
handled more cotton than in any previous 
year save one, its net receipts exceeding two 
million bales for the first time since the war. 
Galveston has passed the million mark for the 
first time, and that movement was second to 
the one at Savannah. The gross overland 
movement, after deducting for interchanges 
between the different points of crossing 
the limit of the cotton belt, reached 
583,260 bales, the heaviest gains in the 
overland trade being at St. Louis and points 
above on the Mississippi River. The foreign 
exports for the year were: To Great Britain, 
3,820482; France, 659,099; Continent of 
Europe and Channel ports, 1,890,291. Total, 
exclusive of Canada, 5,778,822 bales. The er- 
cess of takings by foreign ports over the 
previous year was 878,382, of which excess 
Great Britain took 479,330, and France 86,362. 
The total takings for A nerican consumption 
were 2,622,023 by Northern spinners, a gain of 
228,104, and 654,661 by Southern spinners, a 
gain of 57,767 over the consumption of the 
previous year.

THE MANUFACTURE OF PIG-IRON IW 
CANADA. 


Since 1887 the Dominion has collected a 
duty of $4 per ton on pig-iron. It has also 
paid during that period a bounty of $1 per ton 
to the home manufacturers. Canada has an 
inexhaustible supply ot iron ores of the finest 


‘quality. One would imagine that this com- 


bination of protection and bounty would stim- 
ulate the production of pig-iron enormously. 
Such was not the case, however. For the 
fiscal year 1888.89 the output was 24,822 tons, 
in 1889.90 21,373, and in 1890. 91 only 20,173, 
The production diminished under the influ- 
ence of the customs duty and the bounty. In 
1889.90 the Dominion imported 86,000 tons of 
pig-iron, or four times its own product. It 
took from the United States moro than it 
made at home. While it was able to make 
21,373 tons, or about nine pourds per head, 
Americans turned out nine and a half million 
tons, or 300 pounds per head. 

It is clear that the attempt to foster this 
particular industry in Canada has been a 
failure. Last year the bounty was raised to 
per ton, but there is no likelihood that it 
will increase materially the pig-iron product, 
which is actually smaller than it was in 1883. 
The reason is plain enough. The American 
manufacturer has a market now ot 64,000,000 
people. The Canadian iron man has one of 
less than five million, It is impossible for 
him, therefore, to work as economically as his 
American rival, He cannot afford to have 
as perfect a plant or as improved appliances. 
His capital is vastly smaller and depressions 
in business bear more heavily on him. What 
he needs is not more coddling bounty but a 
wider, greater market. 

That which is true of this particular indus 
try is true of many others which are far from 
flourishing. They need protection, not the 
kind they have been having, but the pro- 
tection of reciprocity, which will give them 
access to a market of 64,000,000 people. 80 
when the Canadian Commissioners go to 
Washington next month they should ask the 
United States to give them unlimited reci- 
procity for the purpose of reyiving all Cana- 
dian interests, and not the agricultural one 
alone. It they do not ask for that kind of 
reciprocity they will get nothing, as they ought 
to understand perfectly well. Since the last par- 
liamentary election, which resuited in favor of 
the Tories and against the party which fa- 
vored full reciprocity, the figures of the Cana- 
dian census have teen made public. They 
show a very low rate of increase and a popu- 
lation of less than the five millions, which 
was the lowest estimate made before the cen- 
sus was taken. These figures show how im- 
possible it will be for Canada to make any 
progress as long as its trade relations with 
the United States stand on their present foot- 
ing. In 1901, with ten years of the McKinley 
law, it will have no more people than it has 
now. When the Canadian Commissioners 
call on Mr. Blaine; they should keep these 
facts in mind and ask for the only thing which 
will restore prosperity to their country—un- 
limited reciprocity. 

SUGAR IN CUBA. 

The Washington Bureau of American Re- 
publies has reéeived returns of the pro- 
duction of sugar and molasses in Cuba, which 
indicate that the crop of this year will be the 
largest of any ever gathered on the island. 
The production of molasses is considerably 
less than that last year, but that of sugar 
shows an increase of fully 20 percent. The 
following was the reported crop in tons for 
each of the last ten years: 


It is considered probable that the total pro- 
duction of this year will exceed 800,000 tons, as 
grinding is still in progress on many of the 
estates and a large quantity has been detained 
on the plantations. The exports for the fiscal 
year ending with last June were 493,967 tons, 
against 880,642 for the twelve months pre- 
ceding, and 94.16 per cent of the exports of 
the latest term came to the United States for 
consumption. Hence it is considered fair to 
attribute the excess in exports to the removal 
of duties by this country. Prices are not so 
high by nearly 25 per cent as during the same 
time a year if previously. 


HOW TO - ARREST THE DECADENCE OF

TO DEDICATE AN ALTAR, 


Services to Be Held at Grace Episcopal 
Church Next Sunday. 

At Grace Episcopal Church next Sunday 
Bishop McLaren will dedicate the handsome 
new marble altar erected to the memory of 
the late Darius Hall Denton by his wife, Mrs. 
Julia Denton. During the two months the 
church has been closed many improvements 
have been made, including the altar, with 
reredos and superaltar, and a handsome 
mosaic floor about the altar proper. 

The altar was built by J. & R. Lamb of New 


Tork, and’ is entirely in white Italian and 


Carrara marble except for the three panels in 
the reredos of mosaic and onyx. The altar 
proper is eight feet six inches long and three 
feet four inches high. The top is a single

piece of Carrara marble, as perfect a piece as 
was ever quarried. In front and just beneath 
the altar top is the inscription: 

“ This do in remembrance of me.“ 

. piece and has in 
the center the cross, backed by the sun’s rays, 
and on either side the letters A. O., for Alp 
988 The base is inscribed : 

“In Memorium of Darius Hall Denton, 
Jan. 18, 1890.” 

A pilaster on either side supports the top. 
The superaltar bears the words: Holy, 

„Holy.“ The front and top are each one 
single stone. 

In the designing of the reredos a beautiful 
effect was secured, re are panels on 
either side of the altar, with supporting pilas- 
ters, and above the superaltar are three panels 
divided by pilastersand panels. The center 
panel has a cross of onyx surrounded by sun’s 
rays and a pattern in mosaic. The two end 
panels have full-length figures of worshiping 

is com entirely of mosaic and so 
well- work art that they seem at 
a distance to be done in oil. 
panels were designed and made in Italy. The 
lettering is.all done in goid leaf, and the carv- 
ings at base and top of the pilasters are 
also marked in gold. Above the reredos 1s a 
cross in marble and carved pieces resting on 
the panels. Altar steps of dove colored 
Champlain marble extend along the front of 
the altar and on either side back to the 
church wall.

The building is two 
stories. On the first floor the north end 
twenty-five feet wide and fifty feet long, will 
be the chapel and will have an altar and com- 
fortable seats.

AN ELECTION-LAW COMPLICATION. 
Its Effect on 


the Prohibition and Labor 
Parties. 

Another of the complications likely to arise 

out of the Australian Ballot law in ths State 

is apt to seriously affect the Prohibition, 

Labor, and other independent parties. Sec. 

4 of the law provides: 

Any convention of delegates, caucus, or meet 
representing a political party which at the — 
eral election next preceding polled at least two 
{2) 2 cent of the entire vote cast in the State, or 

electoral district. or division thereof, or 
the municipality for which the nomination is 
made, may for State, or for the electoral dis- 
trict or division reof, or municipality for 
which the convention, caucus, or meeting is held, 
as the case may be, b causing a certificate of 
nomination to be duly filed, make one such nomi- 
nation for each office therein to be filled at the 


Now it appears that at the last general elec- 
tion held in this county—that for Circuit 
Judges in June—the Prohibitionist and Labor 
parties named no candidates. They polled no 
votes, therefore—certainly not the necessary 2 
percent required by law. The Election Commis- 
sioners therefore are of opinion that nomina- 
tions by a Prohibition or Labor convention 
should not be received. Even if the last pre- 
ceding county election is to be taken as a 
standard it is held that such nominations 
could not be received, as at those elections 
not 2 percent of the total vote was polled 
either oo Prohibitionist or Labor party. 

It isc imed there is but one way to get 
around this provision, and thatis to get up pe- 
tit,ons with the necessary 3,200 names of bona 
fide voters. Buta party not able to poll 3,200 
votes would hardly get that number of signa- 
tures for the various candidates on a ticket

RUINED BY THE FROST. 


Wisconsin's Corn and Buckwheat Seriously 
Damaged by the Recent Visitation. 

Mapison, Wis., Sept. 6.—[Speeial.]— The 
crop bulletin on the Wisconsin weather service 
for the week ending Sept. 5 says: The 
weather conditions during the last week have 
not been favorable to corn, buckwheat, and 
potatoes, Aug. 15 it was the unanimous 
opinion that if corn could get warm weather 
and plenty of rain from that time to Sept. 15 
a fair crop would result, None of those 
wished for conditions have prevailed, 
except. that in a few counties a fair 
amount of rain has fallen. The rapid 
succession of cool waves during the last two 
weeks, the general frost through the State of 
Friday morning, and the presence of a cold 
wave in the Northwest do not give enceurage- 
ment for much favorable weather before the 
gryrine period of corn expires, The frost of 
‘riday morning is said to have done consid- 
erable damage in the central and north Por- 
tions of the State, many fields of corn being 
frozen. All things considered the corn crop 
today in this State does not promise to yield 
one-half crop, 


Buckwheat has also severely suffered. In 


most of the extreme southern and eastern 
counties a fair crop is ex d, but in the 
central and northwest portions of the State it 
is estimated that from one-half to three- 
fourths of the crop was destroyed by frost. 
The cranberry crop, which was about three- 
fourths destroyed about two weeks ago, was 
again struck Friday morning and much of the 
remaining crop destroyed. Warnings were 
sent throughout the State Thursday morning 
but it is not yet known how much was sav 
by floodmg.

Iowa Corn Endangered by Frosts. 

Des Morvzs, Ia., Sept. 6.—[ Special. — The 
last week was cool and dry, the averege daily 
temperature being six degrees below normal. 
A cool wave brought the température down 
very close to the danger line on the mornings 
of the 3d and 4th. Frosts are reported from 
every district in the State, but the damage is 
light. The amount of rainfall was generally 
below the seasonable average, but there is lit- 
tle lack of moisture in any part of the 

week has been favorable 
and fail plowing. There 
a considerable increase in the 
acreage of fall wheat and rye. Corn has made 
slow progress, and at least two weeks of fa- 
vorable weather is needed to place the bulk of 
the crop beyond danger from the heavy frosts. 
About one-third of the crop will re- 
quire nearly a month to ripen, and 
the present prospect is that there 
will be more than the usual quantity ot soft 
corn in the State this year. If cut before kill- 
ing frost the belated fields will make good for- 
age, but will not possess much fattening value. 
All other crops are good, and only an average 
corn crop is needed to make it a season of un- 
precedented productiveness. 


Kansas Harvests Are Bountifal. 

Torx, Kas., Sept. 5.—The monthly crop 
report issued this evening by Secretary Mohler 
of the Stdte Board of Agriculture says that 
Kansas throughout its entire breadth has 
bountiful harvests of all kinds. In localities 
corn has suffered from insufficient rainfall, 
The State as a whole has never had a more en- 
couraging outlook. Since wheat has been 
thrashed the estimates of the total yield of 
both spring and winter has increased 5,000,000 
bushels, and the aggregate product is now 
placed at about 60,000,000 bushels. Oats have 
yielded from 29 to 3644 bushels per acre, and 
the estimated total has not been changed since 
the last report. Corn has suffered consider- 
ably from the lack of rain, the principal dam- 
occurring in Eastern and Central Kansas. 
The general condition of corn has fallen from 
90 to 84 per cent of the average yield during 
the month. Late corn is in a condition to be 
greatly improved by timely rains. Other crops 

promise well. | 


Missouri Crops in Good, Condition. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 6.—The Secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture furnishes the 
following weather crop bulletin for the week 
ending Saturday, Sept. 5: The rainfall for the 
week was below the normal for the State; two 
counties only, St. Louis and Moniteau, re- 
port an excess. St. Clalr and Christian Coun- 
ties report drought, slightly injuring late corn. 
The temperature was below the normal, frost 
being reported from Holt County but no dam- 
age. Sunshine above the normal and very bene- 
ficial to fruit and por, especially in the north- 
west section. While splendid plowing weather 
for wheat it was not seasonable for maturing 
corn, the weather being too ↄ00l. 


North Dakota’s Enormous Wheat Crop. 
Sr. Pavun, Minn., Sept. 6.—As thrashing 
progresses throughout the Northwest reports 
of large yields of wheat increase in number. 
Fifty bushels to the acre comes from Devil’s 
Lake, North Dakota, while Bottineau County, 
in the same State, where the prize wheat of 
the New Orleans fair was grown, claims that 
all of its wheat this season is of the prize win- 
ning kind. The most conservative estimate 
laces the wheat yield of Minnesota and the 
akotas at 125,000,000 bushels, as against 
90,000,000 bushels last year. The Great 
Northern people claim that the wheat crop 
of the three States would fill a train 250 miles

HOW SEDAN DAY WAS GELEBRATED 
IN THE GERMAN EMPIRE. g 


Some Observations on the Occasion by Prince 
Bismarek—Two Incidents That Show 
Upon What a Foundation of Powder 
Barrels the Peace of Europe Is Resting 
~The Flight of the Jews from Russia 
News from Abroad, |

Loxpon, Sept. 5.—Sedan day has been cele- 
brated in Germany with something more than 
ordinary fervor, It is the twenty-first anni- 
versary of that historical episode. Sedan has 
come of age, as Mr. Gladstone said in the 
House of Commons one day last seasion, when 
some one recalled a position assumed by him 
eleven years ago differing from that he now 
found it convenient to adopt. Germany was 
en fete in town and country, and patriotic all- 
dresses were delivered with a common under- 
current of defiance to anything France and 
Russia might contemplate. The young Em- 
peror pranced about in the foreground as 
usual, Only two persons who had something 
to do with bringing about Sedan were out 
of the national festival Moltke dead, and 
Prince Bismarck in the enforeed retirement 
where he is eating out his heart. The 
whose voice was orce po- 
tent throughout Europe, is now reduced to 
the expedient of speaking through the news- 
paper press, which in the days of his power 
he hated and missed no opportunity of mal- 
treating. He keeps a newspaper now, he 
who once kept Europe in awe. In this jour- 
nal there appeared Sedan day an article evi- 
dently inspired, if not actually written by 
him. It discusses the political situation and 
prophesies peace, and deftly administers a 
backhanded slap at the Emperor by showing 
that the rapprochement between France and 
Russia was a direct consequence of the Em- 
peror’s gallivanting over to England. Prince 
Bismarck is, however, careful to guard against 
the impression that the personal proceeding 
of the Emperor is sufficiently important to 
lead to national complications. The Em- 
peror’s visit to England was a demonstration. 
The visit of the French fleet to Russia and its 
enthusiastic reception was a counter-demon- 
stration, a theatrical business, the ex-Chancel- 
lor implies, in keeping with the character of 
astripling who amuses himself by noisily 
playing at being Emperor. 

Peace on Foundations of Powder. 

It is curious that at a time when two such 
high authorities as. Lord Salisbury and Prince 
Bismarck unite in crying peace two incidents 
should have rapidly succeeded to show upon 
what a foundation of powder barrels peace 
of Europe rests. The first touches the old 
battleground of the Dardanelles. Early in 
the week a report reached London that the 
Sultan, under pressure from St. Petersburg, 
had conceded to Russia free passage of its 
warships through the Dardanelles. It was 
added with suspicious exactitude that Russia 
had been backed up in this request by France. 
It would be im ible to exaggerate the im- 
portance of such an arrangementif it were 
really brought about, With the Dar- 
danelles a free waterway, a Russian 
fleet could sweep down on Con- 
stantinople and rush through into the 
Mediterranean, making ita Museovite lake, 
and commandmg the world’s trade passing 
through the Suez Canal. Of course, Russia 
urgently desires such emancipation. It 
nearly secured it sixty years ago, and seemed 
finally to lose it as the one tangible result of 
the Crimean war. That fresh negotiations on 
the subject have been in progress is likely 
enough and it is even possible, though not 
probable, that the inscrutable Turk might for 
some immediate advantage be induced to 

lace the key of his empire at the dis of 
ussia. Happily, Turkey is not the arbiter of 
the situation, England, Italy, Austria, and in 

a remoter degree, Germany, would have some- 

thing to say on the subject-considerations 

which enable us to dismiss the rumor as 
searcely worth the attention 1t has absorbed 
here and on the Continent at the dull season. 

The other disturbing element has had more 
actuality. Here again Russia and Turkey 
have been at work using their old tools, Bul- 
garia and Servia. The Servian Government 
suddenly resolved that the time was oppor- 
tune for a series of military maneuvers, and 
orders were issued for the mobilization of 65,- 
Omen. This was well enough and perfectly 
within Servia’s right, but the aspect of affairs 
was altered when it was discovered | the 
maneuvers were to take place on the Bulga- 
rian frontier. Bulgaria was instantly on 
alert, and forthwith orders were given for mo- 
bilization of three army cor for 
maneuvering on the Servian fiontier. Only 
one result could follow from such artistic ar- 
rangements. With a lighted match anda 
train of powder conveniently disposed the ex- 
plosion would be a matter only of days or 
even hours. Diplomacy was thoroughly 
alarmed, and, moving promptly, succeeded in 
at least deferring the collision. The porte, 
acting in the character of Suzerain of Bulga- 
ria, plainly informed Servia that the proposed 
maneuvers must not take place. So the cloud 
suddenly darkening the horizon has blown 
over. 

Free Education, 

Free education is now an accomplished. fact 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country. The act establishing it came into 
operation Tuesday, and never was so momen- 
tous a revolution accomplished with such 
quietude. In many districts in London it ap- 
peared that thousands of families were not 
aware of the boon secured for them, which 
must be a little disheartening for the govern- 
ment, who, over and above honest concern 
for the welfare of the masses, look to get a 
few votes at the general election in reward for 
freeing education. Thousands of chiidren ar- 
rived as usual with school fees in hand, though 
all the papers had for days in advance been pro- 
claiming the opening of the new era. Further. 
evidence of the prevalent . or in- 
difference on the subject was forthcoming in 
the exceedingly light increase of attendance, 
With few exceptions all the school doors were 
freely flung open, but so far from there being 
a crowd of children anxious to take advantage 
of free education the attendance in many cases 
did not rise above the normal average. Mat- 
ters may improve as knowledge of the new 
state of things is more widely spread.

GOLD OUT OF REFUSE, 


How London Is Profitabiy Rid of What 
Fills New York’s Ash-Barrels. 

Loxpvos, Sept. 5.—[Special:to New York 
World.|—The golden dustman” is 
no longer a creature only of fancy sprung 
from Charles Dickens’ brain. He exists to. 
day and his abode in London is at Salopian 
Wharf, Lot’s road, Chelsea. The Refuse Dis- 
posal company empties the dustbins of Ken- 
sington, Westminster, and Chelsea, and 
makes a good deal of dust out of the opera- 
tion. 

The unscientific mind is concerned only 
with the removal of dust, and to destroy it 
has seemed gain enough heretofore. But the 
very destruction of it by combustion has cost 
a pretty penny, besides — objected to by 
people in the neighbor on sanitary 
grounds. 

The 21 has been solved, however, and 
not only is the dust removed without any bur- 
den to the taxpayer or annoyance to the com- 
munity, but it is converted into many valu- 
able products, from which a handsome in- 
come is derived by the company which per- 
forms the work of disposing of it.

_ Your correspondent joined one of the inves- 
tigating parties and the visit proved of unus- 
ual interest. If New York will put up a plant 
of this kind instead of dumping the refuse 
where it is only a nuisance it can be trans- 
muted almost entirely into gold, The smoke 
from the tire fed by fuel made from the refuse 
is about the only thmg which does not come 
out of the disposition of the dust as an object 
of profit. Even thatis nicely wasted so that 
it can do no harm hygienically. 

The company’s carts bring the refuse mat- 
ter from the houses and they are paid for each 
load that they remove. Thecontents are then 
shot into a cylinder, open at each end, the 
circumference of which is formed of iron rods 
with a mesh of 12x3 inches. Naturally a great 
deal fails through, but what remains in the 
cylinder is drawn out at the other end and 


sorted, 

The matter that goes through falls into 
another cylinder of smaller meshes, where 
more sorting takes place. The small particles 
that fali threugh this become the fuel which 
feeds the fu This ae has a spiral 
screw which carries forward the | Fr pieces 
which will not pass through and deposits 
them on a circular metal band, which slowly 
revolves. Small boys sit around this and sort 
the +". bric-A-brac which is spread out 
upon it. 

The paper that goes into this cylinder is 
driven by a fan into a cupboard. Immense 
quantities of torn paper are gathered in this 
way, and after going through a process it 
comes out in sheets of clean brown wrapping- 
paper, such as grocers use to wrap things in.

butter sent home wrapped up in this.“ But 
this was probably prejudice, as the paper is as 
clean as one could wish. 

At all events the —＋ has a demand for 
it in excess of its powers of supplying it, It 
is sent as far as Australia and sells fora good 
price. This is the most valuable by-product 
of all; the waste is worth from $2.50 to $5 a 
ton, while the paper made from it is worth 
from $85 to a ton. 

One surprising thing about a mill which 
swallows up thirty-five loads of dust daily and 
whirls it around and sorte it is the absence of 
dust in the place or at least the failure to de- 
tect it. One reason for this is that the three 
locomotive boilers are worked with a forced 
draught by which all the floating dust collected 
from various parts of the works is thoroughly 
burned 55 

A goodly amount of the refuse turned into 
the mill is ground sold as an excellent 
fertilizer. Some of the dust is also sold to the 
brickmakers to be mixed with their clay. and 
from some of it blocks to be used for fuel are 
manufactured, 

It is computed that there are 750.000 tons of 
household refuse produced in London every 
year. The question of disposing of it is, there- 
fore, quite a serious one. The Refuse com- 
pany has its 5 patented, but it has been 
introduced largely and has proved a great 
improvement on any means yet employed to 
do away with matter of this description. It is 
almost entirely a mechanical process, nine- 
tenths of the material, at least, never being 
touched by hand. It has not been in use very 
long, but the results attained are so satisfac- 
tory that it seems doubtful if another means 
as effective can be easily discovered. 

The works at Salopian wharf are small, and 
every inch of space is utilized. No one would 
go there a second time on account of the 
beauty afforded by the plant. It ia u 8 
not an esthetic industry, but it meets a u 
long feit and the vestrymen upon whom the 
removal of this refuse falls asa duty are in- 
clined to hail this method of disposing of it 
with thanksgiving.

ALARMING SPREAD OF ITALIAN ITCH. 


All Classes In the Vicinity of Norristown, 
Pu., Suffering with the Disease. 

Norristown, Pa., Sept. 6.—People here are 
alarmed at the rapid spread of a contagious 
skin disease called the “Italian itch,” or 
searus, occasioned by the presence of a mi- 
nute parasite, transmissible from one person 
to another. The disorder here is affecting all 
classes alike, and the best families and most 
refined people are among the sufferers. It is 
traced to the imported Italian laborers who 
have recently been employedin this neighbor- 
hood and has spread both up and down 
the line of the Philadelphia and Reading rail. 
road and along the line of the new Trenton cut- 
off from Morrisville to Glen Loch. Wherever 
the Italians have been they have left this 
trail of annoyance and suffering behind them. 
Notes and coin are said to be the most fre- 

uent medium for its transmission, first from 
the Italians to the shopkeepers, and then to 
the people generally. The soft parts of the 
skin between the fingers and about the wrists 
and elbows are most frequently affected. T 
scarus commonly attacks both sides of the 
body, and in adults itis never found on the 
tace or scalp, but any other portion of the 
body may be affected.
